
Accountability Decisions 



Issues: 
 
The State Board of Education will be asked to address the following items: 
 
• 2011-12 Accountability 
 

• Schools considered by the IDOE to be negatively impacted by the 2012 policy decision to 
categorize schools with unusual grade configurations as Elementary/Middle Schools. 
 
• Through 2013 IDOE and LSA review, it has been determined the removal of the category caps for 
high schools during the 2012 A-F calculations does not comply with administrative code. The 
omission of the category caps elevated 3 high school grades.  

 
• 2012-13 Accountability 
 

•Category caps for elementary/middle schools and high schools. 
 
•Schools with unusual configurations. 

 
 



High School Category Caps 
 
• Through 2013 IDOE and LSA review, it has been determined the removal of the category 
caps for high schools during the 2012 A-F calculations does not comply with administrative 
code. The omission of the category caps elevated 3 high school grades.  
 

  
• Options: 

• Recalculate and republish 2012 A-F grade for the 3 affected high schools.  
• Allow schools to retain the original grades.  

 



Schools with Unusual Grade Configuration 
 
• Through 2013 IDOE and LSA review, it has been determined IDOE policy decisions were 
executed to manage grades for schools with elementary/middle school grade levels and 
partial high school grade levels; a subset of schools not addressed in administrative rule. 
 
•During 2011-12 implementation, an IDOE policy decision was made to assess combined 
schools with partial high school data using the standard Elementary/Middle School Model 
(EMS).  
 
•The policy decision has been determined to be plausible by LSA review, and consistently 
applied to schools with analogous scenarios. 
 
•The IDOE has identified alternate plausible solutions which may result in better outcome 
for schools and allows for the use of high school data as available. 



Combined Model Options 
 
• A combined school has both elementary/middle school grades as well as high school grades. The combined school 
grade is a weighted average of the Elementary/Middle School score and the four weighted scores for High School.  
 
•PROBLEM: Rule requires four weighted scores  for the high school. This is not possible for every combined school as 
some data elements may not exist. 

From 511 IAC 6.2-6-4(h-j): 
 
(h) A school that includes elementary or middle school grades and high school grades will receive a single performance and 
improvement category grade as described in subsections (i) through (k). 
 
(i) The performance and improvement category grade for a school described in subsection (h) shall be based on the elementary, 
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middle, and high school scores weighted by the percentages determined by the following: 
 (1) The number of students enrolled in grades 3 through 8 as reported for pupil enrollment (PE report) divided by the sum of 
the number of students reported on the PE report for grades 3 through 8 and the cohorts for grades 9 through 12. 
 (2) The number of students in the cohorts for grades 9 through 12 as reported on the PE report divided by the sum of the 
number of students reported on the PE report for grades 3 through 8 and the cohorts for grades 9 through 12. 
 
(j) A school's performance and improvement category grade assigned by the board shall be determined by: 
 (1) multiplying the average of the English/language arts and mathematics points for the elementary and middle school grades 
by the percentage in subsection (i)(1); 
 (2) multiplying the sum of the four (4) weighted scores for the high school by the percentage in subsection (i)(2); and 
 (3) adding the products of subdivisions (1) and (2). 
 (k) The board shall assign the performance and improvement

Overrides 
 
• During the 2013 A-F Review, the IDOE recalculated grades ignoring the override model assigned for schools in 2012.  
 
• Models were automatically assigned based on the grade spans. Combined schools used any available combination of Elementary/Middle School and 
High School components.  
 
•Four schools received an F that would have received a higher grade or no grade using this alternate plausible solution.
